The Children’s Department and Recreational Agencies

ber of years, been working in cooperation with recreational agencies 
in our city. Because of the splendid things which these various agen- 
cies—Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Girl Reserves, and others—are doing, our 


| HE children’s department of the Wichita City Library has, for a num- 


department has always enjoyed being of service to them in any way possible. 
\Ve have found that such cooperation is worth while for it works to double 
advantage: the children’s department feels the result as well as each agency 
which we have been called upon to help. 

Our work each year with the Boy Scouts has been of exceptional interest, 
for it is our privilege to give the scouts their merit badge test in reading. 
’ach scout who wishes to pass this merit badge test reads at least one book 
a month for a year after becoming a second-class scout. Most of the boys 
read either from the children’s room in the main library or from one of our 
school branch libraries, and so receive assistance throughout the year in the 
selection of their books. However, a few boys each year are keenly dis- 
appointed when they realize that they have wasted a year’s reading time 
hecause of the selection of inferior titles. Fortunately, most of the boys who 
have made a bad start and whose lists of books are not approved have the 
right spirit about starting over and reading more desirable books. By work- 
ing with the individual boy and by becoming familiar with his reading ability, 
we try to enable him to decide for himself the type of adult reader he wishes 
to become. 

The children’s department maintains a complete file of the Boy Scout Merit 
badge pamphlets and the Boy Scout Service library pamphlets. Every day 
there are requests from members of the sixty troops in the city for these 
pamphlets, those most in demand being on personal and public health, civics, 
and aviation. The scouts also have access to their official magazines in the 
children’s department. Boys’ Life, published by the Boy Scouts of America, 
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is much read. Scouting, another Boy Scout magazine, though not quite so 
much in demand, is also kept on file in the children’s room. Besides the work 
with the boys themselves, we are frequently asked to talk, at meetings of the 
scoutmasters, on story-telling and on ways of interesting boys in the reading 
of good books. 

There are now thirty-seven Girl Scout troops in Wichita whose members 
range in age from ten to sixteen years. Scouting for girls, the official hand- 
book of the Girl Scouts, is useful to have in the library. The American Girl 
magazine, edited by Helen Ferris, is the official Girl Scout magazine and is 
enjoyed as much by girls who do not belong to the organization as it is by the 
Girl Scouts themselves. 

It is the policy of the Girl Scout organization to allow the girls as much 
freedom as possible in the choice of their required reading. A girl selects a 
subject of interest to herself, finds out as much as she can about it through 
her own experience and observations, and then pays a visit to the library and 
selects a book in order that she may go more thoroughly into the subject. It 
is a joy to work with this group of enthusiastic girls, for we are able to assist 
each girl in selecting books particularly suited to her need, instead of those 
from a certain specified list. An extraordinary amount of interest is often 
aroused in a girl by the reading of a first book on a subject which has at- 
tracted her. As this reading interest develops, it invariably creates a desire 
to read other books pertaining to the subject. [for example, after reading 
books of nature study a desire for travel books and biography is noticed, 
which leads to the reading of such books as Hudson’s Far away and long ago, 
Muir’s The boyhood of a naturalist, his Travels in Alaska, and Camping and 
tramping with Roosevelt by John Burroughs. 

There is an organization of Girl Reserves in practically every intermediate 
school and high school in Wichita. Frequently we are called upon to take 
part in their programs, either with book talks or with story-telling. At dif- 
ferent times individual members of the “triangles” have come to the children’s 
room to ask for instruction in story-telling so that they themselves can tell 
stories at their meetings. One girl, who has for a long time been one of our 
best readers, is handicapped by ill health; she has never been able to play 
happily and naturally with other boys and girls. Until she entered inter- 
mediate school she seemed contented with the companionship of her family 
and her books ; then the realization of the contacts that she was missing came 
to her. In an attempt to remedy this situation and to keep from always being 
left out of group activities she volunteered to tell stories for different Girl Re- 
serve programs. Combining a natural dramatic talent with this desire to be 
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active in her club, the girl soon came to be in demand because of her fund of 
good stories. Recently she came to the children’s room, saying that she wished 
to thank us for our assistance. In her own words, “I’m always invited now,” 
lies the proof of the success which she has had simply through her own efforts. 

Much of the Girl Reserves activity centers at Camp Bide-a-wee, the 
Y. W. C. A. camp which is located on the river about ten miles from the city. 

3ooks are sent to the camp from the library early in June and are on hand 

when the girls arrive for the camp opening. Books on stars, bird books, and 
hooks of poetry are most in demand. They are welcome on rainy days when 
ihe girls gather around the huge fireplace to enjoy reading. Usually one of 
the members of the children’s department staff is in camp two or three 
evenings a week, when stories are told around the camp fire and book talks 
are given. 

The city employs no trained recreational supervisors for summer play- 
ground activities. The municipal park board places competent instructors 
in charge of each neighborhood swimming pool, but otherwise depends on 
volunteer leaders for all other interests. Each summer our children’s de- 
partment sends to each playground center, once a week, a girl from the library 
who tells stories for an hour or so to the children assembled there. Some work 
has been done, also, in dramatization of stories by the playground groups. 

Classes in story-telling have been conducted by the library at various times 
upon request of certain groups. Courses have been given to Sunday school 
teachers in the teacher training classes of the Wichita Council of Churches, 
to University summer school students, and to a number of mothers who 
wished to be able to tell stories to their own children, the work with this last 
group leading to the organization of an active Story Telling Club. 

The local chapter of the American Association of University Women 
sponsors a group of child actors who call themselves the Peter Pan Players, 
and who give a series of five plays during the winter. Membership is open 
to any child in the city, with no expense to the children either for coaching 
or for costumes. The children’s department of the library has a part in the 
selection of the plays for this group, encourages the reading of the books on 
which the plays are based, and helps with the publicity for the plays. From 
the library standpoint we find that the plays have stimulated reading to a 
remarkable degree. 

The Fisher Body Craftsman’s Guild, in their annual nationwide contest 
for miniature model Napoleonic coaches, is doing a great deal to encourage 
handicraft work and to develop in boys a pride in skilled craftsmanship. As 
\Vichita is the assembly point for models submitted by boys from all over the 
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state of Kansas, it has been our privilege to cooperate with this movement by 
providing in the library the space for the exhibition and judging of the coach 
models. Anyone who has seen an exhibit of these models knows what a 
stimulus they are to the art of handicraft among American youth. 

Of course our work with these various agencies means continuous requests 
for plays to be produced, suggestions for club programs, games for parties, 
plans for building kites and model airplanes, designs for handicraft work, 
pictures to use in planning costumes or with study programs, and a hundred 
and one subjects which bring into use all of our library resources. 

In all of this work we have found the publications of the National Recrea- 
tion Association extremely helpful. In particular, their Handcraft has many 
times proved invaluable in offering suggestions for things to make at home, 
in school, summer camp, or on the playground. Some of the other publica- 
tions of this organization which are useful are The Christmas book, Picnic 
programs, Athletic badge test for boys and girls, Recreational games and 
programs, and Home-made play apparatus. 

The extent of library cooperation with recreational agencies need be lim- 
ited only by the size of the library staff and the book collection, as each con- 
tact that is made opens up endless possibilities. Any effort which is expended 
on this type of work is well repaid by the opportunity it offers for closer per- 
sonal acquaintance with boys and girls and with their reading interests.
